N.M. governor bows out of Cabinet over pay-to-play charges 


WASHINGTON I New Mexico Gov. Bill 
Richardson on Sunday announced that 
he was withdrawing his nomination to be 
President-elect Barack Obama’s commerce 
secretary amid a grand jury investigation 
into how some of his political donors won a 
lucrative state contract. 

Richardson’s withdrawal was the first dis- 
ruption of Obama’s Cabinet process and the 
second “pay-to-play” investigation that has 
touched Obama’s transition to the presidency. 


The president-elect has remained above the 
fray in both the case of arrested Illinois Gov. 
Rod Blagojevich and the New Mexico case. 

A federal grand jury is investigating how 
a California company that contributed to 
Richardson’s political activities won a New 
Mexico transportation contract worth more 
than $1 million. Richardson said in a state- 
ment issued by the Obama transition office 
that the investigation could take weeks or 
months, but expressed confidence it will show 


he and his administration 
acted properly. 

Aides to both men 
insisted that Richardson 
made the decision to with- 
draw and was not pushed 
out by Obama. But one 
Democrat involved in dis- 
cussions over the matter 
said transition officials became increasingly 
nervous during the last couple of weeks that 
the investigation was a bigger problem than 
Richardson had originally indicated, (ap)

Widow collects money 
from ticket husband 
bought the day he died 

DANBURY, CONN. I On the day that 
Donald Peters died, he unknow- 
ingly provided financial security 
for his wife of 59 years. 

Peters bought two lottery tickets 
Nov. 1 as part of a 20-year tradition 
with his wife, Charlotte. Later that 
day, the 79-year-old retiree suffered 
a fatal heart attack while working 
in his yard in Danbury, Conn. 

On Friday, his widow cashed in 
one of the tickets: a $10 million win- 
ner which, in her grief over her hus- 
band’s death, she had put aside and 
almost discarded before recently 
checking the numbers.

Kaine Is Obama’s Pick to Lead DNC 


Va. governor will guide 
Democratie party as it 
preps for 10 elections 

WASHINGTON | Virginia Gov. Tim 
Kaine is set to become the next 
chairman of the Democratic 
Party. 

Two Democratic officials said 
Sunday that President-elect Barack 
Obama has chosen the governor to 
take over the Democratic National 
Committee. 

The officials spoke to The Asso- 


ciated Press on a condition of ano- 
nymity because the decision had not 
yet been officially announced. 

Kaine plans to work for the party 
part time until 2010, when his term 
as governor is up. DNC chairman 
Howard Dean plans to step down 
Jan. 21, the day after Obama’s inau- 
guration. 

With Democrats controlling the 
White House and Congress, the new 
DNC chairman will be responsible 
for reinforcing the White House mes- 
sage, preparing for the 2010 midterm 
elections and raising money.

The Republican National Com- 
mittee is meeting this week, in part 
to discuss who will take over for 
departing chairman Mike Duncan. 
The new RNC head will be expect- 
ed to take the lead in responding to 
the Democratic administration as 
well as rebuilding the party. 

Kaine campaigned vigorous- 
ly for Obama in Virginia during 
Obama’s presidential run. The 
day after the election, Kaine said 
Obama’s triumph was the apex of 
everything he had worked for since 
law school.

Stimulus Bill Loses Steam 


Democrats: Economic 
plan wont be finished 
by Inauguration Day 

WASHINGTON | Congressional Dem- 
ocrats said Sunday that President- 
elect Barack Obama probably will 
have to wait until next month before 
getting the chance to sign an eco- 
nomic aid bill his team once hoped 
would be on his desk by his swear- 
ing-in Jan. 20. 

“It’s going to be very difficult to 
get the package put together that 
early,” said House Majority Lead- 
er Steny Hoyer, D-Md. “But we 
certainly want to see this package 
passed through the House of Rep- 
resentatives no later than the end of 
this month, get it over to the Senate, 
and have it to the president before 
we break” in mid-February. 

Obama planned to meet with 
Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., and House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, D- Calif, on Monday to talk 
about enacting a massive spend- 
ing plan. The president-elect also

scheduled a separate meeting with 
the entire Democratic and Repub- 
lican leadership teams. 

Reid said they will do their “very 
very best” to get a package finished 
as soon as possible, but he was 
unwilling to set a deadline. 

Congressional aides briefed on 
the measure say it probably would 
blend tax cuts of $500 to $1,000 for 


middle-class individuals and cou- 
ples, with about $200 billion to help 
states with their Medicaid programs 
and other operating costs. 

A large portion of the measure 
will go toward public works proj- 
ects such energy efficiency research 
and an expensive rebuilding of the 
information technology system for 
health care, jesse j. Holland (ap)

Confederate Sub Yields No Clues

Researchers still cant 
figure out why vessel 
sank during Civil War 

NORTH CHARLESTON, S.C. I Itcould 
be one of the nation’s oldest cold 
case files: What happened to eight 
Confederate sailors aboard the 
H.L. Hunley after it became the 
first submarine in history to sink 
an enemy warship? 

Their hand-cranked sub rammed 
a spar with black powder into the 
Union blockade ship Housatonic off 
Charleston on a chilly winter night 
in 1864 and never returned. 

Its fate has been the subject 
of almost 150 years of conjecture 
and almost a decade of scientif- 
ic research since the Hunley was 
raised back in 2000. But the sub- 
marine has been agonizingly slow 


surrendering her secrets. 

“She was a mystery when she was 
built. She was a mystery as to how 


she looked and how she was con- 
structed for many years, and she is 
still a mystery as to why she didn’t 


come home,” said state Sen. Glenn 
McConnell, R-Charleston. 

Scientists hope the next phase 
of the conservation — removing 
the hardened sediment coating the 
outside of the hull — will provide 
clues to the mystery. 

The first phase of work on the 
Hunley consisted of photograph- 
ing and studying the outside of the 
hull. Then several iron hull plates 
were removed, allowing scientists 
to enter the crew compartment to 
remove sediment, human remains 
and a cache of artifacts. 

Archaeologist Maria Jacobsen 
said the Hunley is like a crime scene 
without a smoking gun. 

“If we compare this crime site 
investigation with, say, a tragic 
plane crash in the mountains, that 
investigation would be a lot easier,” 
she said, bruce smith (ap)

Israeli Forces Slice Deep Into Gaza 


Territory is divided as 
its largest city is cut off 
during ground assault 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP | Thousands 
of Israeli troops backed by tanks and 
helicopter gunships pushed deeper 
into Gaza Sunday, fighting militants 
at close range and surrounding the 
coastal territory’s largest city in the 
first full day of an overwhelming 
ground offensive. 

Israel said it has inflicted a heavy 
blow against Hamas as it expands 
a weeklong offensive meant to stop 
rocket fire on southern Israel. But

spiraling civilian casualties fueled an 
intensifying international outcry. 

Israel’s ground forces moved in 
after nightfall Saturday following 
hours of intense, fiery artillery shell- 
ing to clear the way, and Hamas 
warned that its fighters would turn 
Gaza into an Israeli graveyard. 

On Sunday, Israeli soldiers con- 
tinued to fight primarily in open 
areas in the launching zones used 
by Gaza’s militants to send rockets 
raining down on Israeli cities. 

Backing up the troops, mobile 
artillery units fired shells that explod- 
ed in heavy veils of white smoke over 
Gaza’s urban skyline. Tanks pushed 


south of Gaza City as deep as the 
abandoned Israeli settlement of Net- 
zarim. That effectively cut off Gaza 
City, the territory’s largest population 
center with about 400,000 residents, 
from the rest of Gaza to the south. 

Condemnation of Israel’s ground 
operation poured in from all over 
the Middle East and Europe, but 
the United States blocked approv- 
al of a U.N. Security Council state- 
ment Saturday night calling for an 
immediate cease-fire. 

Israeli President Shimon Peres 
said a cease-fire was pointless with- 
out a stop to Hamas’ rocket fire. 
“Well, clearly, if there is somebody 
[who] can stop terror with a differ- 
ent strategy, we shall accept it,” he 
said on ABC’s “This Week.” ibrahim

The attack in Baghdad’s north- 
ern Shiite neighborhood of Kazimi- 
yah came as the Iraqi military held 
parades to mark the anniversary 
of its founding 88 years ago and to 
celebrate the new security agree- 
ment with the United States that 
went into effect on Thursday. The 
agreement replaced an expired UN. 
mandate that allowed the United 
States and other foreign troops to 
operate in Iraq. 

Under the new agreement, U.S. 


troops in Iraq will no longer conduct 
unilateral operations, will act only in 
agreement with Iraqi forces and can- 
not arrest people without warrants. 
They must also vacate major Iraqi 
cities by June and withdraw from the 
country by the end of 2011. 

It remains unclear whether Iraqi 
security forces will manage. But 
Iraqi President Jalal Talabani told 
Iraqi army troops during a parade 
marking Army Day on Sunday that 
“the Iraqi army has gained the trust 
of government and Iraqi people as 
the army of all Iraqis.

Rebel Split Stalls Darfur Peace Push 


Negotiators complain 
factions hamper talks; 
violence may spread 

NYALA, SUDAN | International medi- 
ators pushing for new negotiations 
on Darfur are being hampered 
by divisions among Darfur’s reb- 
els and by some rebels’ hopes that 
genocide charges will bring down 
Sudan’s president. 

The ethnic African rebels, who 


rose up against the Arab-domi- 
nated Khartoum government six 
years ago, have never been united. 
But over the past year, factions have 
multiplied — up to 30 now by UN. 
estimates, divided along tribal, 
political or personal lines. 

Some faction leaders are not com- 
municating with their commanders, 
and the UN, African and Arab medi- 
ators have complained they some- 
times don’t know whom to talk to. 

Now there are fears the con- 


flict could spread beyond Darfur. 
Sudan’s government has sent forces 
into neighboring South Kordofan 
province, claiming Darfur rebels 
are operating there, and the Jus- 
tice and Equality Movement, the 
strongest Darfur rebel faction, has 
announced a military alliance with 
armed groups in Kordofan. 

Humanitarian agencies are 
reporting a surge in banditry and 
attacks on supply convoys.

Consumer Electronics 
Show feels the effects 
of the poor economy 

BIG BOX I The International Con- 
sumer Electronics Show, the largest 
trade show in the U.S., opens this 
week in Las Vegas with a full slate 
of giant TVs and inventive gadgets, 
despite the pall of a recession hang- 
ing over the industry. 

The economic downturn will 
temper the normally dizzying 
extravaganza, and some attendees 
are wondering whether the whole 
technology trade show business is 
past its peak. 

“I’m talking to the companies who 
are sending people, and they’re send- 
ing two instead of 10,” said Forrester 
Research analyst James McQuivey. 
“It’s going to be a shadow of itself.” 

Last year, 140,000 people went 
to the show, and there were 2,700 
exhibitors. The Consumer Electron- 
ics Association, which is hosting, 
expects the same number of exhib- 
itors this year for the 42nd annual 
show, but on a slightly smaller floor 
space: 1.7 million square feet, or 
about 29 football fields. That’s down 
three football fields from last year. 

“We’re still viewing CES as a 


major event for the industry and a 
launch point,” said Tim Alessi, the 
director of product development at 
the U.S. arm of South Korea’s LG 
Electronics Inc. 

Alessi doesn’t expect the eco- 
nomic downturn to be reflected 
much in LG’s product lineup. It 
won’t suddenly be emphasizing 
smaller TVs, for instance. 

Nor will the economy likely have 
a big effect on what other manufac- 
turers are showing, in large part 
because consumer spending was 
relatively healthy until late in the 
year, and companies haven’t had 
time to adjust. 

It wasn’t until the holiday shop- 
ping season, after the credit crunch 
had turned into a full-blown cri- 
sis, that consumers really pulled 
back. U.S. sales of electronics and 
appliances fell almost 27 percent 
from Nov. 1 to Dec. 24, accord- 
ing to SpendingPulse, a division 
of MasterCard Advisors, though 
appliances probably saw a greater 
decline than electronics. 

Sales of TVs and laptop comput- 
ers held up relatively well, accord- 
ing to NPD Group, but there was no 
new product category to energize 
the market like GPS units did the 
year before, peter svensson (ap)

After throw- 
ing only seven interceptions dur- 
ing the regular season, he had four 
during a 22-minute flurry midway 
through the game.

With a rookie coach in John Har- 


baugh and a rookie quarterback in 
Joe Flacco, wild-card entrant Balti- 
more (12-5) won for the 10th time in 
12 games and will play Saturday at 
AFC South champion Tennessee. 

“We’re going to Tennessee,” Reed 
said. “Be there.” 

The playoff victory was the first 
for the Ravens since they beat Miami 
in a first-round game in January 
2002. The result put the brakes on 
this season’s remarkable resurgence 
by the Dolphins (11-6), who won the 
AFC East after going 1-15 in 2007. 

“It has been a special year; that’s 
why it hurts so much,” Pennington 
said. “You want to keep it going and 


see how far you can take it.” 

A soft schedule contributed to 
Miami’s turnaround, and there 
was nothing soft about the Ravens. 
They forced repeated mistakes by a 
team that tied an NFL record with 
only 13 turnovers during the regu- 
lar season. 

Reed had two interceptions, 
and Jim Leonhard and Fabian 
Washington made one apiece.

James was whistled for taking 
an extra step while driving for a 
potential tying layup with 2.3 sec- 
onds left, and his Cleveland Cava- 
liers lost 80-77 to the Eastern Con- 
ference-worst Washington Wizards 
despite wiping out a l6-point deficit 
in the fourth quarter. 

“Bad call,” said James, who com- 
piled 30 points, 10 assists and six 
rebounds. “We all make mistakes, 
and I think I got the wrong end of 
the bargain” 

That was hardly the only conten- 
tious moment in a game between 
teams that faced each other the past 
three postseasons, with Cleveland 
winning every series. 

There was some trash talk 
between James and injured Wiz- 
ards guard DeShawn Stevenson, 
who was out with a bad back and 
sat on the sideline in a burgundy 
velvet jacket and bow tie. There 
was the homemade sign held by 
a Wizards fan that showed James 
with a blue tear on his cheek and 
“Crybaby” written in place of “Cav- 
aliers” on his white headband and 


blue shirt. Oh, and there was the 
ejection of Cavaliers coach Mike 
Brown, who ran nearly the length 
of the court to protest an offensive 
foul call against James with about 
634 minutes left. 

How surprising is this result? 
The Central Division-leading Cava- 
liers (27-6) are neck-and-neck with 
the reigning NBA champion Bos- 
ton Celtics for the best record in 
the East, while the Wizards (7-25) 
aren’t even close to climbing out of 


last place. 

And yet when these teams last 
played, on national TV on Dec. 
25, Washington led by seven with 
a little more than 134 minutes left 
before Cleveland closed with an 
11-0 run to win. 

But not this time, as Wiz- 
ards noted what interim coach 
Ed Tapscott had written in red 
on the grease board in their 
locker room: “REDEMPTION.”

Hoyas seek balanee 
after extreme-filled 
first week in Big East 

HOYAS HOOPS I The Big East season 
isn’t yet one week old, but George- 
town already has experienced both 
extremes of competition — the 
euphoria of toppling No. 2 Con- 
necticut and the anguish, just five 
days later, of suffering its worst 
home loss in four seasons. 

In the wake of Saturday’s 70-54 
drubbing at the hands of third- 
ranked Pittsburgh, the challenge 


facing the young Hoyas is regaining 
their equilibrium. Quickly. 

That means, for their emotional 
well-being, fig- 
uring out which 
part of Satur- 
day’s defeat to 
forget.

COLLEGE FOOTBALL | Texas coach 
Mack Brown has a theory about 
bowl games. 

“If the teams are fairly even, the 
team that wants to be there the most 
and has the edge and is more moti- 
vated usually wins,” Brown said. 

If third-ranked Texas had a 
choice, it would be in Miami pre- 
paring to face Florida for the 
BCS title. But the Longhorns still 
have plenty of motivation against 
No. 10 Ohio State in the Fiesta Bowl 
on Monday night. 

Snubbed in their bid for a slot 
in the Bowl Championship Series 
title game, the Longhorns (11-1) will 
try to take their frustrations out on 


the Buckeyes (10-2), who are mak- 
ing their fifth bowl trip to Arizona 
since 2002. 


“Really, what’s going through 
our minds is, ‘Let’s just put on a 
show, basically,”’ Texas defensive 


end Brian Orakpo said. 

The Longhorns still have a shot 
at a national title, but it’s slender. 
Either Oklahoma or Florida will 
claim the BCS national title. But the 
65 pollsters who vote in The Associ- 
ated Press Top 25 are free to select 
the Longhorns No. 1. Six AP voters 
have the Longhorns atop their bal- 
lots, and that number could swell if 
the top-ranked Gators lose and their 
50 first-place votes go up for grabs. 
Some voters might choose Texas 
because it beat Oklahoma. 

It’s a long shot, but it’s the only 
shot Texas has. The Longhorns 
will have no shot if they don’t take 
care of the Buckeyes. “I don’t know 
what needs to happen,” Texas tail- 
back Chris Ogbonnaya said. “Right 
now, our focus is Ohio State and, 
really, that is all that matters.”

BOOK I When is enough too much? 
That’s the question raised by Phil- 
ip Norman’s “John Lennon: The 
Life.” 

Beginning well before his birth 
— the opening sequence describes 
another John Lennon, the singer’s 
paternal grandfather — and end- 
ing with the gunshots that killed 
him, on Dec. 8, 1980, this is a pan- 
oramic effort, exhaustively detailed 
and researched. 

If biography were an art of col- 
lection, Norman’s book would be a 
stately portrait. But biography is an 
art of interpretation, and too often 
this book lacks a sense of context. 

Who was Lennon really, after 
all? Yes, he was a rock star, but that’s 
too simple, for rock stars as we cur- 
rently conceive of them didn’t exist 
when he came along. 

“We were just a band that made 
it very, very big — that’s all,” Len- 
non told Rolling Stone in 1970. 
That line is classic Lennon: ironic 
and truthful all at once. 

Yet if this is the Lennon that Nor- 
man means to show us — cheeky, 
opinionated, cutting — he never 
quite succeeds in bringing him to

BOOK I An English minister begins 
to dabble in science, making impor- 
tant discoveries in electricity and 
chemistry. He makes the acquain- 
tance of Enlightenment luminaries 
such as Ben Franklin and Thomas 
Jefferson and eventually becomes 
close friends with a number of 
America’s Founding Fathers. But 
when an angry mob burns down 
his house, he is forced to flee his 
country, so he settles in exile in 
America, where he dies. 

Such is the story of the influ- 
ential but little-known Joseph 
Priestley, the focus of author Ste- 
ven Johnson’s “The Invention of 
Air.” The book chronicles Priest- 


ley’s life and the effects of his 
work, but Johnson admits he never 
intended to write an entire book 
on the man. 


“I was planning on writing a 
book about innovation and how 
great ideas happen and how they 
spread,” he said. “I stumbled across 


this story about Priestley having 
been the first to realize that plants 
are creating oxygen. I started to do 
a little bit more research and then 
found out how completely con- 
nected he was with the American 
Founding Fathers, and I thought, 
‘This should be the book.’” 

It’s also drastically different from 
atypical biography. Johnson doesn’t 
just tell what happens; he analyzes 
it and explains how Priestley’s ideas 
are tied to one another and to other 
people, places and eras. 

“I was interested in this ‘ecosys- 
tem’ idea, and it’s interesting to talk 
about culture as an ecosystem,” he 
explained. “I tried to strike a note 
throughout where the contempo- 
rary reader will see those connec- 
tions. ... This guy should be better-

Japan’s yabusame 
archery is a rigorous 
sport unlike any other 

It is about as far from the Olym- 
pic sport of archery as it can get. 
The bow is taller than the person 
shooting it, and, to the uninitiated, 
it appears lopsided and unbalanced. 
There are no sights, no high-tech 
stabilizers. 

And, of course, it is done on 
horseback, at upward of 40 mph. 

It’s called yabusame, and it is 
the sport of the samurai. 

Each year, archers in feudal 
shooting gear climb atop their dec- 
orated mounts for a lively competi- 
tion on the beach of Zushi, a town 
just south of Tokyo, galloping in 
the sand as thousands of onlookers 
cheer and shout. The first competi- 
tion was held here in 1199. 

The scene is like something out 
of a movie by the great Akira Kuro- 
sawa. Banners flap in the ocean 
wind marking the beginning and 
end of the shooting runway. Lit-

tie boys in bright robes and black 
hats scamper about collecting the 
arrows and the debris from the 
wooden or clay targets destroyed 
by each hit. 

“There is nothing like this out- 
side of Japan,” said letaka Kaneko, 
who heads the Japan Equestrian 
Archery Association and the Take- 
da School of Horseback Archery, 
which traces its origins back more 
than 800 years. 


The targets, held about seven feet 
aloft on small poles or scaffoldings, 
are roughly the size of a mounted 
opponent’s chest. There are three 
along the runway, which is only 165 
yards long, giving the archer just 
enough time to raise his bow, load 
and shoot — three times — all the 
while spurring on his horse. 

When the dull, turnip-shaped 
tip of an arrow strikes just right, 
the board explodes in a blur of 
splinters. But as often as not, the 
arrows miss, sailing past the tar- 
gets and thudding into the canvas 
behind them. 

In battle, hitting the target was 
the whole idea. But yabusame has 
from its origins been almost as 
much an art as a sport. In many 
competitions, hitting the target is 
almost an afterthought — archers

are judged, if they are judged at all, 
on the beauty of their run and the 
form they display as they release 
each arrow. 

Here, hitting counts. 

“Many schools today see 
yabusame as more of a ceremonial 
thing,” said Kaneko. “In our school, it 
is our earnest desire to connect.” 

Each score brings a loud round of 
awed cheers and raucous applause. 


and each splintered target is brand- 
ed with a hot iron commemorating 
the day and recycled as a good luck 
charm. Along line stretches along 
the beach well before the competi- 
tion is over as spectators make sure 
they go home with a piece for their 
collection. 

Very few people actually partici- 
pate in yabusame, because few have 
access to horses or the time to learn 


all the technique involved in riding 
them for sport. But Kaneko, whose 
family roots are in the now-defunct 
samurai class, grew up around them, 
and his steeds were trained specifi- 
cally for archery competitions. 

“I have been shooting since I was 
17,” he said. He’s 87 now and was 
on hand to officiate at this year’s 
beach competition, though he did 
not shoot at any targets. Instead, 


he started it all off with a symbolic 
draw at the cloud-filled sky. 

“The most difficult part is stay- 
ing absolutely stable no matter how 
fast the horse is galloping,” he said. 
“The style is not like Western or 
European equestrian riding.” 

Archers don’t actually sit. They 
squat, using special stirrups and 
very light saddles. 

“When people think of the sam- 
urai, they don’t realize that in the 
old days, archery was more impor- 
tant in battle than swords,” said 
Hisashi Yoshimi, one of the featured 
shooters at the beach competition. 
“Archers didn’t shoot at targets close 
up. They kept a distance and fired 
upward so that the arrows would 
rain down on advancing troops.” 

“The bows haven’t really been 
adapted for this kind of shooting, 
because there is a big part of the 
sport that is spiritual, rather than 
practical,” Yoshimi said. “That’s a lot 
of its appeal.” eric talmadge (ap)
